2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1 to 5 lack novelty and inventive step under PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3) as being anticipated by Schulze et al. Note the 
formula shown on column 6, line 43. When Y is ethyl (one of three possible Y groups) and r is 2 (one of three possible r values) this 
polyamine meets the claimed polyamine when Rl is an alkylene group. This polyamine is used as a curing agent for epoxy resins, 
meeting the limitation 2, and can be reacted with an isocyanate to form a polyurea. See column 5, lines 30 to 45. Also note that this 
polyamine can be used with conventional amine curing agents. See column 7. This meets claims 4 and 5. 

Claims 1 to 5 meet the requirement of PCT Article 33(4) as having utility in the field of synthetic resin preparation.
